STA^’D  at  the  uncontrolled  intersection 
of  Douglas  (north  and  south),  Hum 
boldt  (east  and  west)  and  McClure 
Street  (merging  with  Burdett  Avenue  west 
of  the  new  power  block)  at  the  five  o'clock 
rush  and  see  what  happens.  Scores  of  ve- 
hicles of  the  Provincial  Civil  Service  are 
then  pressing  three  deep  in  the  first  rush 
uptown.  It  is  there  that  the  Gonzales  buses 
(Nos.  1 and  2)  have  to  make  a right'angled 
turn  to  and  from  Douglas  Street  at  cross 
angles  to  the  stream.s  of  moving  traffic.  A 
Government  liquor  vendor  s store  on  Hum- 
boldt west  and  the  Empress  Hotel  add 
other  traffic  streams  from  another  direc- 
tion. In  addition,  of  course.  Douglas  Street 
itself  Is  a main  artery,  and  Humboldt  the 
chief  approach  to  one  of  the  two  major 
hospitals  in  the  community. 

With  no  traffic  lights,  and  no  police  on 
point  duly  at  the  Intersection,  the  Legisla- 
tive Rmldlngs'  vehicular  parade  is  an  ea.sy 
fjr.<it  in  the  scrimmage  which  takes  place  at 
pm  For  minutes  at  a lime  a solid  pha- 
lanx of  cars  proceed  three  abreast  north  on 


Douglas,  bumper  to  headlight.  Gonzales 
buses  wait  for  an  opening  in  this  onslaught, 
and  then  weave  their  way  through  in  a 
full  right-angled  turn.  Halted  drivers  on 
Hun^ldt  east  and  Humboldt  west  stare 
hopefully  at  the  mess,  and  then  in  turn 
try  their  luck.  A slimmer,  but  persistent 
stream  of  traffic  comes  down  the  hill  out  of 
Burdett  Avenue  to  Join  the  McClure  Street 
outlet,  and  the  circus. 

With  such  a start,  and  upwards  of  100 
cars  at  one  time  jockeying  to  get  through 
the  unregulated  intersection,  anything  can 
hap|)en.  It  is  sheer  luck  that  day  after  day 
this  chaotic  condition  has  gone  without 
major  accident.  Reduced  to  the  simplest 
terms,  five  thoroughfares  come  together  at 
this  intersection.  Three  of  them  are  busy 
one.s.  There  Is  no  referee,  either  automatic 
or  human.  Some  day  a loaded  passenger 
bu.s  will  be  rolled  over  there  with  serlou.s 
con.sequences,  if  j*teps  are  not  taken  to  sort 
nut  the  tangle.  The  City  ran  do  that  wilji 
lights  or  by  other  means.  To  leave  this  inter- 
swtion  unguarded  any  longer  is  beyond 
common  sense,  it  Is  courting  tragedy 


Itritish  Columbia  Is^^ot  Alaska^  Hut  . . .

\ y nightly  blackout  of  military  bases  In  ton’s  view  woult 


Alaska  ts  not  divulged,  but  presum- 
aWr  tt  would  not  be  inroked  were  H not 
deemed  advisable.  Alaskans  have  made  no 
secret  of  the  fact  they  feel  uncomfortably 
close  to  the  Soviet  Union  and  consider 
themselves  none  too  well  protected  against 
emergency.  The  blackout  serves  to  illustrate 
the  disparity  between  the  Canadian  and 
American  viewpoints  about  West  Coast  de- 
fence. 

We  have  the  word  of  Mr.  Ciaxton  that 
Ottawa  does  not  think  any  enemy  attack 
is  at  all  likely  In  this  area.  Across  the  line 
defence  thinking  is  much  different.  Mili- 
tary measures,  including  nightly  patrol  of 
the  skies  by  fighter  aircraft,  have  been  in 
vogue  for  some  time  In  American  Pacific 
Coast  slates.  This  province  lies  between  the 
two  alerted  United  States  areas.  Alaska  and 
the  coastal  stale.s  south  of  the  49th  Parallel, 
and  it  could  scarcely  depend  on  the  good 


will  of  any  attacker  merely  so  that  Mr.  Clax- 
ton’s  view  would  be  confirmed. 

It  is  this  same  complacency  that  has 
vitiated  the  civil  defence  picture  in  British 
Columbia.  The  report  issued  this  week  by 
the  Provincial  Government  dwells  at  length 
on  the  amount  of  paper  work  that  appears 
to  have  been  done,  much  of  it  essential,  but 
nowhere  is  there  any  hint  of  organization 
of  the  people  who  must  form  the  core  of 
civilian  protection.  Enough  literary  ma- 
terial to  blanket  the  whole  province  has 
been  as.srmbled,  yet  one  doubts  that  a single 
shovel  or  bucket  of  sand  is  ready  to  any- 
one’s hand. 

All  that,  one  suppo.se.s,  will  come  In  lime, 
just  so  long  sa  an  emergency  docs  not  arrive 
first.  Quite  possibly  British  Columbia  does 
not  need  to  emulate  Alaska,  but  a little 
faster  A R P.  tempo  would  nevertheless  be 
welcome.  The  appointment  of  Major-Gen- 
eral Stein  as  civil  defence  co-ordinator  is 
op)X)rtune,  and  may  herald  a new  appraisal 
of  the  situation.  . 


Serurity  Measures  Come  Late  in  Korea 


General  MacArlhurs  headquarters 
has  announced  that  in  future  there 
will  be  screening  of  news  dispatches 
from  Korea.  It  U about  time.  Up  to  now 
“serurily has  had  the  loosest  Interpreta- 
tion. and  correspondents,  placed  on  an  un- 
fair ‘ honor"  fooling,  have  had  complete 
freedom  to  transmit  as  much  as  they  liked 
about  the  strength,  dlspostUon.  movements 
and  projected  movements  of  units  in  the 
field  and  in  staging  areas.  It  Is  difficult  to 
understand  a commander  of  General  Mac- 
Arthur’s  experience  in  battle  having  al- 
lowed this  to  go  on  so  long  unclipcked. 

In  the  past  It  has  always  been  a first  prin- 
ciple of  military  operations  never  to  let  the 
enemy  have  any  of  the  Information  such  as 
has  been  pouring  out  of  Korea  these  past 
several  month.s.  Trained  security  officers 
are  included  In  every  headquarters  fpr  the 
vital  purpose  of  plugging  leaks  and  keeping 
• the  enemy  gue.sslng  as  to  where  forces  are 
concentrated,  where  weak  spot.s  may  be. 
what  reinforcements  are  available,  where 
and  when  attacks  are  to  be  mounted,  and 


— equally  important — the  state  of  morale. 

From  the  start  of  thU  peculiar  campaign 
until  these  present  critical  days  in  Korea 
nothing  has  been  done  to  keep  any  of  this 
information  from  the  enemy.  On  the  con- 
trary it  has  been  handed  to  him  in  minute 
detail  through  the  medium  of  news  dis- 
patches. For  this  the  correspondents  can 
scarcely  be  blamed.  Their  job  is  to  inform 
their  papers  and  news  services  of  what  is 
happening,  as  fully  as  the  military  will 
allow;  and  up  to  now  headquarters  has 
allowed  everything. 

To  what  extent  these  unguarded  dis- 
rlosurcs  have  harmed  and  jeopardized 
United  Nations  operations  and  the  lives  of 
ihe  men  who  arc  lighting  is  a matter  of 
conjecture:  but  It  is  certain  that  the  enemy 
has  made  effective  use  of  the  intelligence 
that  has  come  to  him  so  easily.  Other  na- 
tions must  have  viewed  with  concern  the 
extraordinary  laxity  that  has  prevailed. 
Circumstances  justified  the  imposition  of 
full  military  censorship  much  earlier  than 
General  MacArthur  has  seen  fit  now  to  do.

WHILE  It  may  be  argued  that  since 
the  November  election  Presi- 
dent Truman  has  at  the  very  best  a 
shaky  hold  on  the  American  elec- 
torate. there  ran  be  no  doub..  about 
the  position  on  his  own  home  front 
of  Prime  Minister  Aillee.  Mr.  Attlee 
holds  office  by  the  narrowest  of  mar- 
gins and  there  Is  evidence  that  If  an 
election  were  held  now  he  and  his 
colleagues  would  be  pitched  out.  In 
the  February  election  the  Labor  Party 
ran  short  of  a popular  majority  by 
nearly  two  million.  Its  Parliamentary 
margin  has  hovered  around  .seven 
votes.  And  since  Februarv  there  have 
been  unmlstaklble  signs  that  the  tide 
of  opinion  has  been  running  steadily 
toward  the  Conscrvallve.s.  • 

The  most  recent  lest  wa.s  in  a con- 
stituency In  Birmingham,  tt  was  a 
Conservative  dUtrIct,  but  In  this  by- 
election,  the  Conservative  won  by  a 
larger  margin  than  that  by  which,  it 
was  carried  In  February 
* * * 

Altogether  there  have  been  seven 
4>y-eIecllons  since  the  general  elec- 
tion ten  months  ago.  In  the  .seven 
constituencies  thus  tested,  four  had 
been  held  by  Labor  members  and 
three  by  Con.^ervatlves.  In  these  elec- 
tions there  has  been  no  change  in 
representation.  But  In  every  case  but 
one  the  re.sulta  were  bad  news  for 
Labor.  Labor  seats  were  won  by  re- 
duced majorities  and  Conservative 
seats  by  larger  ones.  In  all  seven  con- 
stituencies Labor  In  February  had  a 
total  majority  over  the  Conservatives 
of  19.253.  In  these  by-electlons  that 
number  has  been  reduced  to  2.232.

Mr.  Rathbnne  devotes  two  pages 
to  a detailed  summary  of  how  to 
buy  a car  under  stringent  Govern- 
ment  rverulatlons.  Costing  him  HiO. 
a new  car  was  originally  ordered  In 
Januar>’.  1847  and  fmally  delivered 
November.  1850. 

FORBinS  HALE 

The  Engllsli  banker  dlAcreetly
